“But do your honors know what you are do- 
ing, when you are thinking of exempting such 
mutual insurance company as that referred 
to?—and that is a sample of all of them. 

“A mutualbinsurance company, as thus per- 
sonified, goes under the reputable name of a 
moneyed corporation. If your honors please, 
“itis a moneyed monster. It lives upon money. 
It swallows money. It digests money. It 
breeds money. It lays gold eggs by the bas-

MENINGITIS PATIENT SAVED - 
ANTITOXIN TREATMENT. |. 


Tajections Are Used Successfully by a 
Physician in the Case ‘of Fourteen 
Year Old Charles Reed. 


The antitoxin treatment for cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, that has appeared. in epidemic 
form recently, has been tried successfully in 
the case of 14 year old Charlies Reed. The 
boy is recovering from the effects of an at- 
tack at the house of George Babcock in Glen 
Eliyn. During his treatment 32,000 units of 
antitoxin were injected into the patient’s 
flesh. 

Dr. A. B. Miller, 361 Bast Chicago avenue, 
who was in charge of the case, declared last 
night that to his knowledge this case was the 
only one that ever had been treated success- 
fully by this mieans in Chicago. ; 

“"'The boy was dying,” he said. “ We heki 
a consultation and I requested permiasion 
to make the experiment. I administered the 
injections in 3,000 and 5,000 unit doses, and 
within two weeks the boy was well.” 

The fever appeared in its most masignant 
form March 8 The boy was removed from 
the house of his father, Edward E. Reed, 244 
Indiana street, to Wesley hospital, where the 
treatment that has been known to science 
only for a few months was tried. 

After the first injection the patierit ralled. 
Physicians at first had thought that he could 
not. live until midnight. On April 9 the bey 
was taken from the hospital to Glen Ellyn. 
His weight had fallen from 108 pounds to 38. 
The only unpleasant resuit of the treatment 
was ae slight affection of the eyes, which, it | 
is said, can be remedied speedily. |

His art did more to perpetuate that 
hero than did the genius of Washington 
Irving which first conceived it. Moralists 
have sometimes railed against the actor for 
making the people fall In love with the 
drunken old scamp, who left his family to loll 
in front of the village tavern. These Philis- 
tines were wrong. No man has been ever 
tainted by witnessing Rip. It was not the 
vagabond qualities that claimed the tribute of 
the world’s admiration—it was the sunniness 
of disposition, the tenderness of heart, and the 
strange, weird pathos of the poor fellow's 
fate. These sank into men’s hearts, and the 
whole world, now that it has seen Rip for the 
last time, will drink to him as did the spec- 
ters of the mountain tops; for how he is en- 
tering on a longer sleep than the one upon 
the heights of the Hudson, “ Here's to your 
health—no, but to your green and lasting 
memory, and here’s to your family, and may 
they long live and prosper.”

In his “Autobiography” Mr. Jefferson 
has described how he came to take up the 
character of Rip Van Winkle.

day in reading the “Life and Letters of 


Washington Irving.” Then came before his 
mind’s eye the story of Rip Van Winkle—an 
American story by an American author, He 
immediately got the book and read the fable. 
His imagination was kindled; but how could 
the narrative be,made a drama? Rip in the 
story had not ten. dramatic, words to utter. 
No matter: Mr. Jefferson went on to select 
a *“‘*makeup” before he bad a line of the 
play. Old adaptations had been used by 
Charlies Burke and: others, but these were 
not satisfactory. Joseph Jefferso 
plated himself in a looking glass before he 
had a manuscript. He himseif designed the 
weird scene on the mountain tops with the 
ghosts of Hendrick Hudson's crew and their 
unearthly silence. 
“Rip Van Winkle” was first done at Ca- 
rusi’s hall, Washington, under the manage- 
ment of John T. Raymond, and it started on 
its conquering tour of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
Five years afterward Dion Boucicault in 
London slightly changed the form of the 
piece and strengthened its domestic interest. 


‘“ Art has always been my sweetheart and 
I have lived for herself alone,” said Mr. 
Jefferson and no words could be truer. His 
father intended. him to be a scenic artist 
and the boy grew up with a passion for paint- 
ing of a finer nature. He said once to a 
friend that he was sorry he had not devoted 
himself to painting instead of acting. The 
best comedians have always been dissatis- 
fied with their triumphs. One cannot speak 
from a personal knowledge of Jefferson's 
painting; but, however cleverly executed 
they may have been. one is slow to believe 
that they approached those immortal imag- 
inary pictures—his impersonations.

| City Quiet and Serene. 

_ Drunkenness and disorder were common 
in East St. Louis and St. Louis county. But 
in the city all was serene and perfect order 
reigned. Seven arreats were made for at- 
tempted violation of the Sunday closing law, 
three of the prisoners being ignorant Aus- 
trians who were selling beer out of a barrel 
to thirty or forty foreigners. Another ar- 
rest was of a barber who failed to close his: 
doors promptly at midnight and who was 
shaving a customer at 12:30, when a _ po- 
liceman forced admittance. No saloon re- 
mained open for more than a few minutes 
after midnight last night; and all who did 
were arrested. Today not a saloon door 
was unlocked. 

No attempt was made to forbid the sale of 
liquors in private clubs, and but few clubs, 
the Mercantile among them, forbade custom 
of their own accord. Neither was any move 
made to enforce the blue laws against any 
business but that of-saloonkeepers and bar- 
bers. The latter say they will not submit 
to the discrimination another Sunday, and 
threaten to appeal to the governor. : 

Rushing Business Outside. 

But the saloons across the city line did a 
rushing business. At Mark Gumpert's Del- 
mar roadhouse, across the street from the 
Delmar racetrack, the crowd was lined up 
three deepin frontof the bar. Further out on 
the St. Charles rock road practically all the 
saloons were open. The same conditions pre- 
vailed on the Olive street road. —

TLE PRICES MOUNT AND 
CANADIANS ENTER MARKET. 


A. L. Brooks of Alberta Says the High 
igure Following Federal Inquiry 


One result of the beef trust inquiry is the 
upward tendency of prices paid by the com- 
bine for cattle. In spite of the 20 per cent ad 
valorem duty, Canadian ranchers have dis- 
covered that they can make a profit of $10 
a head on their cattle sold in Chicago or other 
American markets. 

This fact is attested by A. L. Brooks of 
Gleichen, Alberta, a cattle raiser, who has 
been in Chicago for a week investigating the 
prospects for his fellow stockmen in western 
Canada. Mr. Brooks before his return to 
Alberta last night talked of market condi- 
tions at the Auditorium hotel. — : 

“ Trouble has been brewing In our country 
ever since 1903,” he said. “ At the time ofthe 

Grosscup injunction our people became in- 
terested, and several car loads of stock were 
shipped to Chicago with satisfactory results. - 
The Canadian beef trust had held prices ar- 
bitrarily low. | 

“At the present time cattle that sell In 
Winnipeg for $3 a hundredweight bring $5.60 
a hundredweight In Chicago. As a result of 
my report there will be 100,000 Canadian cat- 
tle shipped to Chicago by the end of the year 
—ffinless the beef trust inquiry proves to be 

a whitewash and prices fail.” |
